Inmates of the Jacksonville Institutions 
Bountifally Remembered. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Thanksgiving of 1893 will go down into his- 
tory as one of the happiest in the calendar of 
holidays so far as this city is concerned. Serv- 
ices were held in four of the largest churches 
and hundreds of citizens turned out to hear 
the sermons. While the rich have enjoyed 
their turkey the poor have not been forgotten, 
for the ladies of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union have seen that the needy ones 
were provided for. Contributions to relieve 
the wants of the needy have been more lavish 
than ever before, and wagonloads of provis- 
ions were doled out. But it was not alone 
among the citizens proper of the city that hap- 
_piness reigned supreme. Jacksonville is dis- 
tinctively an institution city. Three of the 
greatest charitable institutions of the State 
are located here. 

At the Central Hospital for the Insane Supt. 
John F. McKenzie.cared for the 1,212 pa- 
tients and 200 employés, for a regular 
— = GAY dinner was served to all. This 
required 185 turkeys, besides roast beef, veg- 
etables, cranberry sauce, and 600 apple pies. 
Chapel services were held at 3 p. m., while 
‘tonight a ball was given in the amusement 
hall in which patients and employés partici- 
pated. Music for these occasions is furnished 
by an orchestra composed of employés and 
three patients.. The institution is also pro- 
vided with an excellent brass band. 

In addition to giving the 500 pupils of the 
deaf and dumb institution an excellent 
Thanksgiving dinner Supt. Walker gave them 
a holiday which was pleasantly spent. 

The program prepared by the Mutual Im- 
ar pe ap and Young America Literary 

ion of that institution covered the greater 
portion of the day. The exercises this fore- 
noon in the chapel were of religious and lit- 
erary character and were, attended by nearly 
all the pupils. This afternoon thé boys in- 
dulged in a hare and hound chase which was 
greatly onjoyed, while the girls amused them- 
selves at games and recreations in the gymna- 
sium. The evening was spent in social games 
and pastimes in the grand dining hall.

Jesus, he said, had told 
his disciples One is the master, even the 
Christ, and all ye are brothers.“ Modern 
science had demonstrated the unity of races. 
Modern Statesmanship nad discovered the 
principle of solidarity among peoples. The 
doctrine of the brotherhood of humanity was 
reserved for Christianity todiscover. Ancient 
nations knew nothing of this. The Greeks 
called all foreigners barbarians. To the 
Romans all other nations were hostes or en- 
emies. The Jews divided the world between 
themselves. and the gentiles.: But Jesus, 
when he founded the Kingdom of God, in- 
tended to realize on the divine side the prin- 
ciple of the fatherhood of God, and on the 
human side that of the brotherhood of man. 
He continued: 

This Thanksgiving takes place under peculiar 
circumstances. It is long since the day has fall- 
en amid such widespread depression. All here, 
however, appear to have reason for thankful- 
ness. Now that we are here let our hearts go out 
to the suffering. I was told last week that there 
were 100,000 destitute persens in Chicago. There 
are 13,000 workmen totally without employ- 
ment. What is there in this to be thankful for? 
Let us use the occasion so that we can be fhank- 
ful for it. Let us look back at a scene in the 
early Christian days of Rome. 

So.splendid was the charity of the Christians, 
so immense were their gifts to the necessitous, 

t a suspicion that they possessed immense 
treasures arose and the Emperor sent one of his 
great officers to demand ah accounting of their 
wealth. He commanded the Bishop on a certain 
day to display his treasures for inspection. The 
Bishop obeyed, and on that day were gathered an 
immense multitude of the feeble, the halt, the 
blind, and the miserably poor. These, said he 
to Cesar’s officer. are our treasures—all the 
treasures we have to show.“ 

Let us, like the Christians of old, make the 
poor our treasyres and be thankful that we have 
the opportunity to aid them.

THE OORNER STONE OF THE OITY’S 
PUBLIO LIBRARY LAID. 


\ 


With Simple Exercises the Beginning of 
the Great Edifice Is Officially Observed 
President Emil d. Hirsch of the Li- 
brary Board Recounts the Labors and 
Influences That Have Contributed to 

_ Securing the Erection of the Building 
Mayor Swift Delivers an Address. 


Simple in the extreme were the ceremonies 
of laying the corner stone of the great public 
library building at Dearborn Park yesterday 
morning. There was not a large crowd 
around the southwest corner of the foundation 
when President Emil G. Hirsch began the 
exercises, Probably 800 men, some of them 
among the best known Chicagoans, however, 
and half a dozen women made up the crowd. 
They looked upon a temporary speakers’ 
stand just within the foundation walls, and 
saw the Stars and Stripes flying high from 
the great derrick which held the stone. 

President Hirsch spoke as follows: 


This hour at last vouchsafes for the Public 
Library the look into the promised land. A

SOME NOTORIOUS FELLOWS NOW LIV- 
IId IN THIS OITY. 


Among Them Are Several Who Have Gone 
Out of the Crime Business, and Are 
Given Immanity from Arrest for the 
“Squealing They DoeCharles Proctor, 
the Safe-Biower, and Georgie Carr, the 
Pickpocket=Other Men Who May Se, 
Seen in Saloons and Gambling Dens. 

„% Arrest all known crooks at sight,“ was the 
order sent out by Chief Brennan several weeks 
ago. Since then the cell- rooms at the various 
stations have been crowded and the men in 
plain clothes have been presumably busy. It 
is true, however, that the detectives have so 
far overlooked a number of criminals who are 
entitled to be enrolied under the habitual’’ 
sub-title.if years and records count for any- 
thing. 

Some of these old-timers, it should be said, 
have ** squared things with the Police De- 
partment. That is, they have professed a 
desire to lead honest lives, have called at de- 
tective headquarters and left thoir addresses 
ad present occupations. Others are not 
molested. by the authorities because of 
services in locating other  crim- 
inals and furnishing information which 
sometimes leads to important arrests. “This 
class of crooks is made up largely of old men, 
who use their acquaintance to secure their 
own safety. . Some of these spies are not 
above “turning a trick on their own ac- 
count and the officers who use them are forced 
to keep a close watch on all their move- 
ments, 3 

One of the most dangerous men now in the 
city is Charles, better known as Kid.“ 
Proctor, a notorious safe-blower and bank 
burglar... Proctor is now living on West 
Washington street and, though circumspect 
in his habits, he has been seen within a week 
in a down-town gambling-room. He has re-

cently shaved his mustache, but his broken 
nose and peculiar cast of features 
make bim comparatively easy of 
identification. About a month before 
Mayor Swift came into office Proctor 
was picked up by Central Station fly men 
and fine 18100, which fine was suspended on 
condition that he leave the town within twer- 
ty-four hours. Proctor agreed and was re- 
leased. Before going, however, he was taken 
toall the important police stations and the 
detectives were given an opportunity to look 
him over. Hedid leave Chicago for a few 
days, but turned up again during the last days 
of the Fair. 


Chief of a Gang of Safe-Blowers. 
Five or six years ago Proctor was at the 


head of the Proctor gang of safe-blowers, 


which operated largely in the down-town 
business district. 
$9.000 worth of jewelry from a wholesale 
house at No. 109 Adams street and cracked 
five or six, other safes, from which they 
secured smaller returns. Kid Edwards, 
one of the gang, was arrested, and after Capt.

FILLED WITH THE DRUG FRANK 
WILSON RAIDS HYDE. PARK. — 


He ¥s Captured by Accident After an Un- 
interrupted Series of Burglailes—Ha- 
mor Characterizes His Exploits and He 
Keeps a Written Account of All His 
ActsPolicemen Bribe Him with Mor- 
phine to Confess His Crimes -PFlunder 

- Recovered and His Truthfulness Proved. 

Frank Wilson, morphine fiend and con- 
fessed burglar, is awaiting trial in the county 
jail under $12,000 bonds. He is the man 
who has outwitted the police and terrorized 
the residents of Hyde Park for the last three 
months, He told a portion of his history and 
the story of his work in Hyde Park to a re- 
porter for Tue Trung ‘yesterday, He 
talked without reserve and in a manner in- 
dicating neither pride in his deeds nor a de- 
sire to cloak them. He admits that his only 


oecupation for the last three months was 


that of committing burglary but says that all 
his misdeeds are the result of the morphiye 
habit. To get the drug, he says, he has 
carried his life in his hands, braved dangers 
without number, and now, half-crazed with 
the desire for his potent enemy, he offers for 
a few more grains to tell all his deeds and 


tion within his knowledge that the police

would be glad to know. He said he could and 
would tell some good stories if the drug 
was given him. The next moment he said: 
Keep it away from me! Don’t give it to 
me. It’s a good thing Iam where I can’t 
get it. 

Confesses His Crimes foe Morphine. 

That his morphine story is true is proved by 
the fact that what the police know of the case 
has been gained through his weakness for the 
drug. While he did all his work alone he ad- 
mits an acquaintance with others in the city 
engaged in the same business. The police 
claim that he isa thorough professional, and 
that he has served a term in California for 
burglary and another in Texas for highway 
robbery: Wilson admits that he told this 
story to the police, but says it was untrue and 
was told under the promise of morphine. His 
manner. shows him to be a typical morphine 
fiend. 

According to his statement he worked but 
two nights in each week in the Hyde Park 
district. He refuses to say where he spent 
the balance of his time and the police say 
that he worked the whole city systematically, 

iving two days each to the North and West 
ides, reserving the seventh day te rest or 
dispose of his plunder. 

When starting out to work Wilson filled 
his system with enormous doses of morphine, 
taking, according to his statement, tén times 
as much as would kill a man unused to the 
drug. He was several times seen by the ocen-. 
pants of the houses where he entered, but always 
escaped arrest by simply walking away at his 
leisure. He was finally captured ‘through the 
merest accident by an officer who happened 
to notice him walking along Lake avenue at 
2 o’clock one morning. e had two over- 
coats buttoned around him and a third one 
thrown over his arm. He also carried a gold- 
headed cane. All these articles, and more, he 
had taken from C. B. Stowe’s residence, No. 
4402 Lake avenue. 

Recovered Plunder Proves the Tale. 

At the Hyde Park Station he was closely 
questioned. Many burglaries had been re- 
ported and the officers hoped they had the 
man; su uent developments strengthened 
the hope, and at last Wilson offered to tell all if 
morphine was given him. With great. pa- 
tience the officers. succeeded in picking out 
and putting together the story of his crimes. 
Wilson also told where much of tis plunder 
had been concealed or disposed of, and sever- 
al days were spent in collecting the spoils of 
his work. Some of the stuff, such as heavy 
silver and plate, was often buried or hidden 
near where it was taken and much of it had 
been, pawned or sold. About one-half of the 
goods taken from Hyde Park were recovered. 

Wilson says that his stealings amount to 
55.000. When told that the police estimate 
was $1,700 he remarked, ‘*‘ They don’t know 
everything.”’ 

That the man is full of strange eccentrici- 
ties is proved by the strange collection of ar- 
ticles he selected in the houses entered. He 
indulged himself in all kinds of grotesque 
antics, such as hanging heavy chairs over the 
chandeliers or leaving them tied in the lace 


window curtains high above the floor, He 


called one morning at the residence of A, C. 
Carpenter, No. 5125 Cornell avenue, and 
asked Mrs. Carpenter fora cup of coffee, but 
was refused.

All who'care for children will be interested 
in the annual report of this association, which 
makes a business of providing homes for 
friendless little ones. e officers placed 110 
persons in families in September and Octo- 
ber, 23 of whom were orphan children sent 
out to permanent homes for the first time;

and there are 27 mothers who are now sup- 
porting both themselves and their children.

he World’s Fair directors have refused 
animously to give the South Park Com- 

missioners the $441,000 the latter say they 
must have if they are to take the World’s 
Fair buildings. That they should refuse is 
natural. That such a demand should have 
been made of them is astonishing and morti- 
fying. The Park Commissioners are behav- 
ing like vultures gathering about the carcass 
of the Fair, and trying to pick its bones of 
what little meat is left on them. 

There is no justice in the claims urged 
with such scandalous tenacity by the Com- 
missioners, and no one defends their course. 
People say that they are seeking to pillage 
the assets of the Fair for the benefit of the 
South Park district. The taxpayers of that 
section are opposed to that plundering, even 
though it be for the improvement of Jackson 
Park. They are willing to pay all that is re- 
quired for park purposes, and are opposed to 
thir scheme of robbing the Columbian Mu- 
seum of the dividends on the stock that has 
been given it, and of depriving the city of the 
fund which should be used to erect the Manu- 
factures Building on the Lake-F ront. 

The long bill of damages made out by the 
South Park Commissioners is farcical. The 
assertion that the Fair has done nothing for 
the park hardly deserves serious denial.

Thatis at the rate of 
one inspector for each eleven miles of all 
kinds of. street in Chicago, the latest statistical 
statement giving the total as 2,370 miles. 
But of this only about 900 miles are paved, 
and it may be stated safely that all the rest 
gets little attention, however much it may be 
thought to require it. 
tion of these officials to be concentrated en- 
tirely on the paved streets, each of them 
would have a little more than four miles to 
look after.

fifths of a ten hours day to put in at other 
more agreeable duties. The condition of 
the streets indicates that even this small 
amount of time is not devoted to the work for 
which these inspectors are paid, or else that 
their inspection is worth nothing. Under the 
first supposition they should be open to prose- 
cution for fraudulent drawing of pay when no 
services are rendered, Under the second they 
are not worth their pay, and ought not to be 
permitted to draw it any longer. 

After making deduction for money paid to 
the city for private contracts the pay of these 
useless inspectors for one month amounted to 
517.899, This is at the rate of nearly $215,- 
000 per year. A monstrous sum truly to be 
paid to ward bummers annually in one de- 
partment alone of the city government. There 
can be no doubt that nearly all of the number 
are bummers. Ninety-three of them are as- 
certained to have had no certain occupation 
before appointment as inspectors, or their 
names did not appear in the City Directory, 
and at least thirteen are saloonkeepers.. Not 
only should the whole crowd be disbanded at 
once, but the man or men to whom they owe 
their appointment on the city pay-roll ought 
to be held responsible for this terrible piece 
of extravagance, by which the money of the 
taxpayers has been distributed in big blocks 
among hundreds of men who were not found 
anything to do for the cjty and would not 
have known how to do it had any real 
service been demanded of them in return for 
the pay thus bounteously dealt out to them, 
while thousands of taxpayers are wondering 
how they shall raise the money to meet their 
assessments for real and personal property in 
Chicago. 

Mayor Harrison may be credited with the 
desire to administer the affairs of the city 
honestly and economically. But the World’s 
Fair placed him ata disadvantage in this re- 
spect. So much of his time was taken up 
with matters incident to the Fair that he could 
not have supervised efficiently all his sub- 
ordinates.. At least some of them understood 
this and took advantage of the fact. The 
change in administration has furnished op- 
portunity for the unearthing of some of their 
iniquities. It is time the discoveries were 
made. Tue Trisune has been demanding a 
publication of details which could be ex- 
amined and understood by intelligent men. 
At lastthe demand is yielded to, so far as the 
Street Inspection Department is concerned, 
and the results are so grave that it must be 
believed worth while to turn the electric lignt 
on some other departments. Let all the facts 
come out that honest men who pay the taxes 
muy no longer be bled bya multitude of 
leeches growing fat by impoverishing hard 
workers and property-owners. For the di- 
vision of public plunder under more imme- 
diate consideration the duty of Mayor Swift is 


plain. The blood-sucking street inspectors must 


go. There should be uo room for them on 
a future pay-roll. They should be dismissed 
atonce. The Mayor cannot do better than 
to shut down on the whole crowd.

. OUR COMMERCE WITH EGYPT. 

An American, now a resident in far-off 
Egypt, writes to American Industries a long 
letter on the opportunities which Egypt offers 
to merchants and manufacturers in the Unit- 
ed States asa market for their goods. The 
enterprising factory owners in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut are taking 40,000 bales of 
Egyptian cotton per year. The silky staple, 
from an inch to an inch and a half long, is 
used by them for the manufacture of under- 


4 wear and hosiery and a dozen other things re- 


quiring.a smooth finish and higher luster than 
can be obtained from American cotton alone. 
Hence this imported cotton does not conflict 
with our home-grown article, but has made it 
possible for our manufacturers to extend their 
business. For the making of linen thread 
Egyptian cotton is a boon.” 

The correspondent thinks the country pre- 
sents an opening for American machinery. 
A few.of our implement firms have tried the 
experiment of sending standard machines 
there, but in charge of a glib-tongued agent 
who hoped to catch the next returning 
steamer, and who tried in vain to make the 
Egyptian fellah believe that the harvester or 
thrashing machine whichfworks to a charm 
in Illinois is exactly what he needs. A race 
that has tilled the soil there for fifty centuries 
‘with the most primitive implements is not 
likely to be in a hurry about investing in ma- 
chinery, nor must it be assumed the Egyptian 
does not know what he wants. That is not 
the way to succeed. One or two large firms 
have sent competent engineers to study the 
soil, the natural conditions, and the farmers 
themselves, and evolve special machines for 
them. These tirms are doing a good busi- 
ness, vith prospects of a permanent trade be- 
fore them. But there is room for more men

DO NOT PAIN MR. CLEVELAND. 

The junior Democratic organ thinks it is 
due to President Cleveland and to the Con- 
gressional majority that this city choose a 
Democratic candidate for Mayor at the ap- 
It says that that Con- 
gressional majority will naturally look to 
the second city in the country fer guidance 
in legislative conduct.” 

The people of Chicago did not know that so 
much was involved in the election of the 19th 
of December. The call speaks only of the 
choosing of a Maycr. It does not say that 
the real question to be voted on is whether 
President Cleveland shall be indorsed or re- 
buked. It does not appear from the call that 
the Democrats in House and Senate dre wait- 
ing to hear the result of the special election in 
this city before going on with their tariff bill, 
their bill to repeal the Federal election laws, 
and their other immoral measures. 

It may be flattering to the voters to know 
that legislation is to be hung up till they are 
heard from, and to be told that if they vote 
one way Mr. Cleveland will become the prey 
to pain greater than he suffered when he had 
the toothache, and that if they vote the other 
way Mr. Cleveland will beam upon the. White 
House household and open a-box of cigars at 
the following Gabinet meeting. But they will 
not be so carried away by this delicious flat- 
tery as to forget that Congress and the Presi- 
dent have-much less to do with their domestic 
affairs than have the Common Counell and 
the Mayor. 

It is better for Chicagoans to hay a Mayor 
who is honest and competent, and who is op- 
posed to the Wilson bill and thinks Mr. Cleve- 
land is mot the man for the Presidency, than 
to ha vè an ignorant, incompetent Mayor who 
thinks the Wilson bill is more deserving of 
respect than the Ten Commandments and 
that Mr. Cleveland is the greatest man of this 
century. 

What has Mr. Cleveland to do with the 
@ffairs of this city that its citizens, losing 
sight of all else, should elect a Mayor with an 
eye to pleasing him? This is partisan poli- 
tics carried to the Sdepths of servility. ‘* Do 
not offend Mr. Cleveland,” cries the organ.

NO “AD VALOREM” IN THEIRS. 

On one point, the heads of the large dry 
goods and importing houses of this city 
are agreed. That is in their opposition to the 
policy of the framers of the Wilson bill in re- 
placing specific by ad valorem duties in 80 
many instances. They have enough trouble 
with the latter under the present law, and they 
want no more. While some of the Chicago 
merchants approve of the lower duties levied 
by the bill on the articles they import, yet 
Mr. Wilson’s claim that there is less fraud 
under ad valorem than under specific duties 
does not meet with theirapproval. They, like 
all merchants, have learned better by long ex- 
perience. 

The revenues may be defrauded under a 
system of specific duties provided there is 
collusion between dishonest importers and 
employés. But if there be no such collusion 
then the duties are honestly collected, for any 


“employé has intelligence enough to count 


and weigh. But if the duties are ad valerem 
ones, there is danger of the corruption of an 
„expert by an importer. The merchants 
of this city know what they have suffered 
through collusion between New York Custom- 
House expert employés and the importers 
of that city. They know how they have been 
able to buy goods more cheaply in New York 
than they could import them. They did not 
have the same facilities the New. Yorkers 
had. 

If there be no dishonesty on the part of the 
experts the perils of ignorance confront both 
the government and the importer. Mr, WiI- 
son says ad valorem rates are assessed by 
the best paid and most responsible apprais- 
ers. That is indeed the case. Mr. Wilson, 
however, is nota merchant. He never even 
kept a country dry goods store. He is purely 
a theorist as regards custom-house matters. 
Though a lawyer, he lives so far from the 
great importing cities that he has never had 
anything to do with the vast mass of litigation 
which grows out of the radical differences of 
opinion between his expertsand the merchants 
whose goods are appraised. 

The appraiser gets along smoothly enough 
as a general thing when he is passing on 
standard goods. He fixes the {value of com- 
mon cotton goods easily. When it becomes 
his duty to pass on goods with which he is not 
so familiar, or on novelties where the price is 


regulated by style and makes, then he is all at | 


Ei ber he takes the invoices as his guide, 
and as they are too often models of under- 
valuation, the government is cheated, or he 


attempts to fix the valve in accordance with

The greater the frauds the 
greater the udvantage of the foreign manu- 
facturer over the domestic producer. 


THEY HAVE RUINED THE STREETS. 

The corporations which have ruined the 
street pavements of this city have been offi- 
cially notified that no permits will be given 
them hereafter for laying. mains, | pipes, etc., 
where that would involve disturbance of the 
roadways or sidewalk. Sometime ago their 
attention was called to the fact that they had 
done vast damage to the streets, and that the 
sum of $600,000 would be about the cost of 
repairs necessary to put in order the thor- 
oughfares most injured their ,reckless 
work. The corporation representatives ad- 
mitted that they were morally yesponsible for 
the bad condition of the streetsnamed on the 
list laid before them, and agr that one of 
tLeir number should handle the business, 


making an independent examination, and / y 


in case of great difference of opiz 
ion with the city engineer to submit 
the matter to arbitration. But since 
the death of Mayor Harrison the gertleman 
who undertook to act has done néthing, and 
seems determined to do nothing in the mat- 
ter till after a permanent Mayor has been 


elected. Possibly he and those whom he 


represents have an idea that the next admin- 
istration will not insist upon the repairs being 
executed by the companies, or at least will be 
content with a compromise on terms much 
leas expensive than those named under the 
rule of Mayor Harrison, 

The city authorities are doing no more than 
their duty in resolving that the companies 
shall not be allowed to tear upſthe streets 
further unless they will repair a portion of the 
immense amount of damagé already done, 
The outlay of $600,000 would not put the 
thoroughfares into as good condition as they 
would be in now but for the ruinous pro- 
cedure of the gas and electric companies, 
and to quibble over paying .that sum is to in- 
vite more severe censure of „their 
methods. It would take millions of 
dollars to repair all the mischief. 
ing less than a complete repaving on 
a large part of the street surface would suf- 
fice. A great percentage of the nearly 900 
miles of paved streets in the city presents an 
alternation of hillocks and hollows, diversify- 
ing a general gutter-like depression a few feet 
from the curb line on each side of the road- 
way. A superficial glance is enough to tell 
the line along which the employés of these 
companies did their work.“ The situation 
speaks for itself as a crying shame up the 
men who are responsible for this outrageous 
conduct of the companies, which entails a 
loss of millions of dollars that a few pitiful 
hundreds might be saved on the labor bills. 

The whole trouble arises from unwillingness 
to incur the comparatively small cost of 
packing the earth closely together as it is 
filled into the trenches that have been dug 
for the laying of pipes and mains or making 
connections with them. The earth is thrown 
back loosely, with noattempt at solidification. 
A jet of water is turned on it, reducing it to 
so much mud. The theory is that this packs 
the earth together, but it isa false one. As 
the water slowly drains out of the soil the 
earth shrinks and the pavement laid above it 
sinks. It does so unequally, because there 
had been: no effort to spread the earth evenly 
in the trench. The result can be seen with 
In wet weather the water 
gathers in the hollows and rots the material 
beneath it. The snows of winter and the slush 
of other seasons lie in those dishes and fur- 
rows, bidding, defiance to ordinary street 
scavengering if that were attempted. The 
wheels of passing vehicles bump down into 
the depressions, making them all the deeper, 
and grind off unequally the more elevated 
portions of the pavement. The consequence 
is that the life of the pavement as a whole is 
reduced by one-half, and during its shortened 
term of existence is a nuisance to the tax- 
payers instead of a comfort and convenience. 
The streets have to be paved about twice as 
often as would be necessary if the pavements 
had a uniform bedding, made so in the first 
plave, and then preserved in that condition by 
a proper packing in of all earth taken out for 
the laying of pipes, repairing them, and mak- 


ing connections with them. 


It is sheer nonsense to say that unequal 
filling cannot be avoided. It is avoided in all 
the cities of Europe and in some of those in 
the United States. It takes a little more time 
on the part of the worker, and’ considerably 
more ¢€are by the superior officer to see that 
That is all. The 
proper packing together of the soil in cases of 


necessary disturbance is secured by holding 


responsible the men who,undertake to do the 
work. They know that if the pavemeat sinks 
they willhave to take it up and do the work 
over again without extra compensation, 
and are well aware there is no 
loophole through which they can 
crawl to evade the consequences of careless- 
ness or laziness in the first place. With sim- 
ilar arrangements here we can have the street 
surfaces kept as ever. as they are in Europe. 
Without them we shall go on in the old-fash- 
ioned, slipshod way of ruining pavements 
that cost hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
order that the gas and electric com panies may 
save a few scores of dollars on their labor 
bills, while fat places are found for inspectors 
who lazily watch the process from one year to 
anoifer without a word of protest. 


FORMING A COAL MONOPOLY. 

It was stated some days ago that a coal com- 
pany had made arrangements for the purchase 
of the entire output of Indiana block coal for 
the coming year. Asa million tons of that 


kind of coal are shipped to this city it will be 


seen that Chicagoans have no small interest 
in this arrangement, 

It may be claimed that this does not consti- 
tute a trust or that there is no combination 
between the different companies, that one of 
them has not leased the others or that they 
have not united to forma pool to regulate 
prices. The effect is the thing to be looked 
at, however, and by that the courts will be 
governed. The effect of this pretended or 
real purchase by one company of the output 
of all the mines is to pool the business to pre- 
vent competition, and to permit extortionate 
prices to be charged, 

The persons who are managing this scheme 
say that they have no intention of raising 
prices ax d that it would be against their inter- 
est todoso. They state that they have gone 
to so much trouble and spent so much time 
in negotiating with the different companies 
merely in order to prevent the cutting of 
prices which they claim has been going on of 
late. In other words, they admit that they 
want to put an end to competition, such as 
has existed in the past. 

Some of these mines can afford to sell coal, 
cheaper than others because it costs them less 


Noth- 


to mine it or because they are nearer to the 
centers of consumption, It is proper that 
those consumers whom they supply should 
get the benefit of the lower rates which these 
favored companies can afford to charge. Of 
that benefit it is proposed to deprive the con- 
sumers. They will all be charged one uni- 
form rate, which can be raised or lowéred at 
the arbitrary will of one set of men. 

There is an anti-trust law in Indiana, where 
this coal is mined. There is one in Illinois, 


where so much of it is consumed. There is 


also an anti-trust law on the Federal statute 
books. The Democratic National platform 
calls for “the rigid enforcement of the laws 
made to prevent and control” trusts. The 
Governors of Indiana and Illinois are Demo- 
crats. So is the President of the United 
States. It is not too much to ask that some 
one of them do something to break up this 
monopolizing of one of the necessaries of life, 


Tnax reports note a marked increase in 
the activity of *the wool market during the 
greater part of last month. The aggregate of 
sales for the week ending Nov. 25 in the 
chree largest markets of the country was 
nearly twice as great as that for the corre- 
sponding time last year, and exceeded the 
sales of any other week since September, 
1892. The reuson for this is stated to be a 
bareness of stocks in the hands of manufact- 
urers and not an intention on their part to 
resume full time. They are understood to 
fe@l some improvement in the demand for 

feir products, and cannot meet it without 

rather freely into the market 
ihe raw material. During the sum 
mer they bought as little as possible, 
preferring not to buy on a falling mar- 


ket more than was necessary, and meeting 


with only a dull demand for their goods. 
Now they have to buy or cease production. 
The low prices reached by wool encourage 
them to take hold more freely than otherwise. 
they would do, and either some are stocking 
up in anticipation of a good trade for the win- 
ter or speculators are joining in now that they 
seen an improvement in the demand by man- 
ufacturers. Since last March prices at the 
East ha ve declined 25 to 30 per cent, and 
even that great reduction is but a part of what 
has been witnessed in the last thirteen years. 
Tables of prices furnished to the Senate Fi- 
nance committee show that in 1880 fine Ohio 
fleece scoured was worth 51.02. In the 
next, two.years it fell 10 cents, without any 
change in the tariff. In 1883 the duty was 
slightly reduced, and by 1885 the price had 
fallen another 19 cents. It rallied 2 cents in 
1890 and fell 11 centsin the next two years. 

The additional fall this year mostly occurred 
in thespring andearly summer, during the 
season of greatest financial stringency. It 
would seem that manufacturers do not an- 
ticipate a turther fall in prices vin the next 
few months. 


Tue average pay of the.street inspectors, ° 


whose names were printed yesterday, is $84 per 
month. In these times that is rather big pay for 
men who know little or nothing about the work 
which they were detailed to inspect. What 
do the groggerykeepers and tenders and 
men of no occupation r een occu- 
pation know about étreet-pav or curb- 
ing? Not one the hundred or 
more of this sort of fellows \has had 
experience in paving. Someof them would 
not know the difference between cedar blocks 
and macadam. Many of them could not 
read the specifications for the work, or reading 
them could not understand them. It is not 
surprising that Chicago is the worst paved 
city in America, and that the ‘contractors for 
street paving Wax fat and grow rich. But 
what was the necessity for the employment of 
215 inspectors when the paving season is 
drawing toa close? Where were they sup- 
posed to be employed? Wete they put on for 
work at the primaries and the election?

FIGHT BEGINS TODAY. - 


3 70 BE OHOSEN TO BOTH 
MAYORALTY CONVENTIONS. 


There Will Be Contests on Either Side, but 
the Result Seems a Foregone Conclu- 
sion for Swift and Hopkins—Booms for 
Dreyer and Wenter Fast Dying—Lawler 
Preparing to Be an Independent Candi- 
date — Tomorrow. the Decisive Day 
Italians to Work for Republican Success, 


The delegates to the Republican and Demo- 
cratic convention of tomorrow will be se- 
lected this afternoon. At one time it was 
thought there would be animated contests in 
all the wagds, both on the Republican and 
Democratic sides. From present indications, 
however, there will not be contests in more 
than tener twelve wards, and these will most- 
ly concern the Democrats. It is practically 
settied on the Republican side that George B. 
Swift will be the Republican nominee for 
Mayor. From all present appearances John 
F. Hopkins will be the Democratic nominee. 

There is yet considerable opposition to 
Hopkins, but it lacks leadership and direction 
and will hardly cut much figure in 
the convention. Mr. Dreyer’s boom be- 
gan to languish yesterday. It was so 
weak and sickly last evening that 
the managers of the affair concluded they 
would not announce the Campaign committee 
which they have been promising for several 
days. However, Ald. Hllert, who is in charge 
of the headquarters, said: You may set it 
down as an assured fact that Dreyer will have 
a larger vote in the convention than Wenter.”’ 
Further than that he would not venture. Jo- 
seph Martin, who was in the Dreyer rooms at 
the time, said ** Hopkins’ 
tain, and Mr. Ellert and his colleague, Mr. 
‘Tuohy, seemed to acquesce. 

The Wenter men were more assertive, but 
they too seem to have lost heart. Mr. -Doyle 
would not venture on prediction;. Bob 
Burke was aot so conservative. He said: 1 


will wager that Wenter will have more votes 


in the convention than Hopkins, but at that I 
am not claiming that Wenter will have 
enough to nominate him. He will 
have a following ‘sufficiently large to defeat 
Hopkins.“ Mr. Burke so clearly indicated 
an intention to spring a dark horse that he 
was asked to indiszate the one he preferred.

AVERTS CHEYENNE I INDIAN OUTBREAK 


Interpreter Amos Chaplain Prevents a 
Threatened Uprising. 

The threatened outbreak of the Cheyenne 
Indians from the Oklahoma Cheyenne Reser- 
vation has been happily averted by the 
prompt and decisive action of Government 
Interpreter Amos Chaplain. He is stationed 
at Camp Supply at the military post there. 
The camp is fifteen miles from Woodward, 
the end of the railroad. Cheyenne County is 
just below Camp Supply. Last Saturday a 
cowboy named Tim O'Hara shot and “killed 
Red Blanket, a young Cheyenne chief, whom 
he caught trymg to run off some cattle. This 
incensed the Indians and about eighty bucks 
had just completed their preparations to start 
on the war path and avenge Red Blanket, 
when Interpeter Chaplain arrived at their 
camp with the information that O’Hara had 
been*arrested and was in charge of the Sheriff 
and that the Coroner had already bound - him 
over on the charge of murder. Capt. Robbins 
who had started with the troops from Camp 
Supply to intercept the Indians, has returned 
to the post, his services not being needed. 
Chaplain is and old interpreter and frontiers- 
man and has the complete confidence of the 
Indians. never having broken his word to 
them, and they rely upon his promise to them 
that O’ Hara wilt be justly dealt with. 


DRUG STORE THIEVES UNDER ARREST. 


Police Capture a Gang of Five, Mostly

OONSECRATION OF PATHER: DUNNE 
OF ALL SAINTs’ OHUROH 


she Ceremony Is Performed by Archbishop 
Feehan in the Presence of a Great Con- 
gregation=—Sisters of Mercy and of 
Charity Sit Before the Communion Raile 
Archbishop Janssens of New Orleans 
Delivers ‘the Sermon and Speaks Words 
of Praise to the Bishory -Elect. 


All Saints’ Church was a center of intcrest 
for Catholics of Chicago yesterday. For the 
third time in the history of the Catholic 
Church in this city the ceremony of episcopal 
copsecration was observed. The Rev. Edward 
J. Dunne, pastor of All Saints’ Parish, was 
made Bishop of the Diocese of Dallas. The 
consecration was performed by Archbishop 
Feehaa of the Diocese.of Chicago, while many 
of the most prominent heads of the church 
in America honored the occasion with their 
presence. Among these were: 

Archbishops Ireland of Minneapolis, Kelly of 
Philadelphia, Katzer of 152 Janssens of 
New Orleans, Hennessy of Dubuque, and Bishops 
Foley of Detroit. myer of Alton, Hennessy ot 
Wichita, Moore of ‘Augustine, Burke of St. 
Joseph. Rademacher, "al Fort Wayne, and Jans- 
sen ‘of Belleville, the. Very Rew Dr. Magien, 
Prosident of St. Mary's; 1 the Rev. J. yf 
Foley, and the Rev, P. J. Tuohy. 

The body of All Sainte’ which is located at 
Wallace and Twenty-sixth streets, was filled 
with many of the best known Catholits of 
Chicago, and a large number were in attend--

ance from adjoining cities. There was a 
great demand for seats, but this had been an- 
ticipated by giving out tickets of admission 
and the church was not overcrowded. The 
vestibule and the steps of the great edifice 
were thronged, however, with people gnxious- 
ly waiting in the hope of gaining an oppor- 
tunity to witness the im posing spectacle of 
episcopal consecration. 

Procession of Priests Enters. 

The services commenced at 10:30 o’clock. 
The altar presented a brilliant appearance. A 
thousand lights burned on as many candles 
set in golden receivers. Soon, to the notes 
of the organ, the procession entered the 
church. At the head of the body was borne 
the cross and following it came 300 priests 
and laymen. Then came the consecrator, 
Archbishop Feehan, and his assistants, * 2 
Foley of Detroit and Bishop Ryan of Alton. 
They were followed by the Revs. D. J. Rior- 
dan, P. Muldoon, P. Murray, 
masters of ceremonies, and a 
long line of officiating priests. 
After the officiating party came the visiting 
Archbishops and Bishops. These pas 
within the communion rail and filled the 
sanctuary. On the right before the com- 
munion rail a large number of Sisters of 
Mercy, Sisters of St. Dominic, and Sisters of 
Charity had taken seats. 

The first feature of the ceremony was the 
robing of the consecrator, Archbishop Fee- 
han, by the Deacons of mass and assistant 
priests at the throne on the gospel side of the 
altar. The consecrator gave instruc- 
tions to the Rev. McShane, his no- 
tary, to read the papal. bull authorizing 
the consecration of Bishop Dunne. 
The Bishop-elect entered and took his seat 
between the assistant Bishops facing the con- 
secrator. He wore the simple garments of 
his priestly office and the purple beretta to 
show that he was about to assume the princi- 
pal office. The notary then read the bull, and 
when it was finished the consecrator ad inis- 
tered the oath of office to the Bishop-eilect 
and proceeded with the confession. The litany 
of the chants was chanted by the Rev. E. M. 
Dunne, the Rev. E. Kelly, and the assembled 
priests, and laymen responded, 

Consecration Sermon Given. 


At the close of the litanies, which were fin- 
ished by the consecrator kneeling and recit- 
ing the Agnus Dei, the Bishop-elect with the 
assistant Bishops, passed to the right of the 
sanctuary and Bishop Janssens of New Or- 
leans ascended the pulpit to deliver the con- 
secration sermon. He said: 

As the ecclesiastical head of the province of 
New Orleans. I have come to assist in this beau- 
tiful ceremony and to help in the consecration of 
your pastor, whom we all alike revere and honor, 
to the holy office of Bishop. Before speaking on 
this peculiar occasion of the consecration of a 
Bishop I wish to speak to you of the continuous 
succession by which we can track our history to 
the days of our blessed Savior. The church to- 
day professes the same doctrines, the same rites, 
and the same orders as in the days of old, and 
has held to them through its continuous succes- 
sion of Popes. 

There are many things about the intelligence 
of man. The true nature of God, the mysteries 
of the trinity and the redemption, the nature of 
the soul is never known except through the 
revelations of God. As soon as they are reveal 
you are bound to believe them. And also you 
must obey those set in authority over you by the 
commands of God. The old law allowed only 
priests to interpret the law and handle holy 
things. The scriptures are full of examples of 
punishment for violation of this law. 

The dignity of the episcopacy is essentially 
that of the priesthood. The same powers of sac- 
rament, mass, and confession are given it. The 
episcopacy is the fullness and perfection of the 
priesthood. 


Bishop Should Rule Gently. 


People are loath to submit to higher authority. 
If the spirit of rebellion entered Heaven we must 
expect it here. He who does not respect the of- 
fice of Bishop does not respect the ordinances of 
God. Butthe Bishop should rule gently. Let 
love dwell in his heart and let him be as a shep- 
herd to his flock. The higher the office of man 


the deeper should be the love of God in his 


heart. 

You whom we consecrate to the new_office of 
Bishop seek your duties in the love of God. Ex- 
perience will teach you the life of the Bishop is 
not so sweet as that 8 you have led in your 
nineteen years with this ook. The Bishop 
stands alone in his meee He is a general, a 
superintendgeut, but nevertheless alone. He can- 
not share the close relations of a pastor and his 
flock. te must feel the troubles of eve arish 
and clergy in his diocese. Of your faithful min- 


istry in this parish we need but to point silently .

ment to your industry. Above all we can point 
to the school which you have established, second 
to none in this city.

DR. MELOY’S SERMON TO VETERANS. 


Thanksgiving Day Services at the Soldiers’ 
National Home, Leavenworth, Kas. 
Lxavxxwonrn, Kas,, Nov. 30.—[Special. ]— 
The Rev. Dr. W. T. Meloy of the First United 
Presbyterian Church of Chicago delivered 
the Thanksgiving service at the Soldiers’ Na- 
tional Home here today. Dr. Meioy served 
during the war in the One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-second Ohio Volunteers. He said in part: 


I come to join my old comrades on this Thanks- 
giving day to say that there can be nc true pa- 
triotism where citizens are not grateful to the 
men who fought for them. No people can afford 
to forget the services and sacrifices of the men 
who fought their battles, 


He took for the text of his sermon the 
scriptural quotation: 

My father fought for you.—Judges, ix., 17. 

He then said: 


One of the noblest men who ever enga in 
the art of war was Gideon. While he was thrash- 
ing wheat that it might be hidgen from the 
Midianites he reccived his commission, The angel 
who commissioned him began it with the an- 
nouncement, “God is with thee, thou mighty 
man of valor.“ Strange to say, after Gideon's 
death an unworthy usurper in t 10 person of Abi- 
melech induced the people to slay the seventy 
Sons of Gideon on one stone. But the youngest 
son of the mighty Captain escaped. Jotham hid 
himself for a time. and then gathering many of 
the men of Shechem together made an address of 
more consummate skill than that which Antony 
delivered at the funeral of Cesar. By a fable he 
shows the weakness and San of Abimelech, 
of whom the historian says &came in like 
a fox, ruled like a lion, and died like a dog.“ 

The trees of the field determined that they 
would anoint one of their number as King. The 
olive was selected, but it could see no reason why 
it should not continue by its fatness to honor God 
and man rather than accept-kingly promotion. 
The fig then received the call of the trees to rule 
over them, but its sweetness and fruits were 
more precious than the crown. he vine would 
not give up its cheering service for empty honors.

the forest to dwell under its shadow. When Any 
of the proud old cedars of Lebanon refused to be 
humiliated there went out a fire from the bram- 
ble and devoured them. 

The strange words of Jotham electrified the 
1 He now explained the fable. His father 

ad fought for them, and in place of elevating 
one of his sons to the throne they had placed on 
it the unlawful son who had murdered his breth- 
ren. They had been guilty of base ingratitude 
and had elevated thé man who had slain his 
father’s children. The skillful orator hid him- 
self for three years until the death of Abimelech, 
who was slain by a stone thrown by the hands of 
a woman. 

Gratitude to God is a high moral and Christian 
duty but it never can be exercised aright 
where ingratitude is shown to men. It is also 
true that when the people forget the author of 
blessings they also forget the human hands that 
have carried these blessings tomen. To express 
this in shorter sentences, when the people forget 
man they also forget God. and when they forget 
God they also forget men. ‘One of the surest evi- 
dences of national decline is when the peopie 
fail to recall the eminent services.of those who 
have stood forth prominent in the hours of 
national peri!. How base the pe»ple were who 
forgot the family of Gideon! A people who ‘are 
worthy of freedom will revere the memory of 
chose who have secured it to them or preserved 
it for them. It is well that we should have our 
annual Thanksgivings and that on these days we 
should express our gratitude to God for mercies, 
and it seems to me most fitting that when this is 
done we should also express our gratitude to 
men who have been commissioned by our coun- 
try’s God to defend our liberties. It will increase 
our 2 to God to recalh the memories of 
our illustrious dead and of our illustrious living. 

I thank God today that there are many sons 
and daughters of the old veterans living. who, 
when their ey es rest on the old flag of our inde- 
pendence say, Our fathers fought for it.“

ington. Little chijdren will rise to bless the 
patriot’s memory, whom office had no attrac-

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WRECKED BY LIQUOR. 


TRAGIO DEATH OF THE FAMOUS 
FARRAGUT BOAT OLUB. 


Cause of Dissolution Traced Directly to 
the Establishment of a Bar, Which 
Proved Detrimental to the Club's Social 
Ambitions — Doctored Punch Said to 
Have Been Served to Guests and a Re- 
ception to De Wolf. Hopper Keeps 
Neighbors Awake. 

After an existence of nearly twenty-one 
years the Farragut Boat club, one of the old - 
est organizations in Chicago and for many 
years notable for its social entertainments, 
has become a thing of the past and its beauti- 
ful home at No. 3016 Lake Park avenue is 
closed. To many these facts will not be a 
surprise, foramong the club members and 
their intimate friends it has been ‘known for 
months that the organization, once the pride 
of Chicago, was dying a slow but sure death. 
The immediate cause of the close of the club- 
house runs back a period of four years. At 
that time the interest in the organi- 
zation began to flag. Up to that 
time the club had become famous as a pro- 
hibition organization. For seventeen years 
the club had existed without a sideboard for 
the dispensation of liquor. It was said at 
that time that the introduction of a bar would 
inerease the membership. A meeting of club 
members was called and after a heated dis- 
cussion it was decided to put a bar in the 


- club-house. 


It Was a Fatal Step. 

From that moment the Farragut Boat ik 
was in hot wat The bitter opposition to 
the bar aig” not break out at once, 
but it as soon noticed that the 
receptions and entertainments given by the 
club were losing their elegance and popular- 
ity. Members refused to bring their wives 
and women friends. The older members of 
the club dropped out one by one, Gradually 
the younger element assumed a majority. 
The older ones that remained advised that the 
bar be discontinued. They argued that a 
move of this kind would be for the best inter- 
ests of the club. In fact they advised that its 
maintenance meant certain death to the or- 
ganization. The advice was not heeded. The 
vote of the faction composed of the younger 
element prevailed and the liquor remained. 


As a result one or two affairs occurred that 


startled the quiet and respectable neighbor- 
hood in the vicinity of the pretty club house. 
Doctored the Club Punch, 

The La Salle club of the West Side, now 
defunct, had entertained the Farragut boys. 
In return the Farragut club gave a reception 
to the members of the West Side club. The 
whole story of that event has never been told. 
It is ssid that two or three of the younger 
members of the receiving party ‘doctored ”’ 
the punch. The effect was electrical and ‘the 
neighbors for blocks around heard of it along 
in the early hours of the next’ morning. The 
members of the visiting club who drank that 
punch swear to this day that they were delib- 
erately poisoned, The affair created so much 

that before the week was 
out the Secretary of, the Farra- 
gut club had in his hands a batch of 
resignations as big as he could hold. They 
came from men who had been active mem- 
bers for nearly twenty years. It was a hard 
blow, but did not teach the lesson that was 
expected. Another reception was given in 
honor of De Wolf Hopper. Whether the punch 
was ‘“doctored”’ this time or not the neigh- 
bors were again startled in their sleep. Among 
other features introduced for the entertain- 
ment of the members were a few exhibitions 
of boxing by local exponents. Some of these 
were long and hot, and it is intimated that 
they were given on the shady side of the laws 
that govern events of this kind. 


Action Came Too Late. 


For four years the bar was maintained and 
at the end of that time not a “ corporal’s 
guard of the old-time memberghip re- 
mained. Then this few. took a d ed stand 
and openly threatened to withdraw unless the 
bar was withdrawn and an effort made to 
bring the organization back toits old enviable 
standing, with the introduction ot the social 
features that would admit their wives and 
women friends, A climax was reached in 
February. A special meeting was called to 
settle the matter, and by a unanimous vote it 
was decided to withdraw the bar. 

It was thought that with the abolition of 
liquor many of the old members would come 
back. A few of them did, but not enough to 
give a reaction tending to the growth and 
strength of the organization. With the club 
quickly going into disfavor on account uf the 
bar, another serious matter began to worry 
With each incoming administra- 
tion the indebtedness of the club grew larger. 
Finally it reached the same basis that does a 
business house with 

The creditors began to press and 
an effort to relieve this load 
the organization received a stroke 
that hastened its death. The outstanding 
indebtedness at that time was about $6,000, 
not figuring the bonds to the amount of $20,- 
000 secured to the holders by the club-house, 
the land upon which it stood, and the equip- 
ment of the building. 

Members Refuse to Be Assessed. 


To place the club on a clean and clear basis 
it was decided to levy an assessment of $50 
on each member, payable in monthly install- 
ments of $10 each. This action immediately 
drove fifty members out of the club and 
brought the membership to such a figure that 
the receipts from dues were not by far r h 
to maintain the club-house. Many f the 
members retiring joined the Chicago” Athletic 
club. Financial matters went from bad to 
worse and as a final chapter to the story the 
members. of the club held a meeting early 
last month and gave the Board of Directors 
authority to take any action that they deemed 
advisable for the best interests of the organi- 
zation. At a subsequent meeting of this 
board it was decided to close the club-house 
and a few days ago this was done, the mem- 
bers were notified of the fact, and in the same 
circular letter all in arrears were requested to 
settle immediately. 


PHILADELPHIA BILL WAS BY CONTRACT. 


Auditorium Hotel Explains Its Part of the 
Cost of Returning Old Liberty. 


The Philadelphia delegation that came out 
to Chicago a few days before Oct. 30 to get 
Old Liberty Bell and take it back home from 
the World’s Fair, according to a dispatch 
printed in Tux Trisung of yesterday, put in 
a bill of expenses that makes the Ancient City 
a bit weary. The total amount of this. bill 
foots up $3,000, out of which sum the Audi- 
torium Hotel claims $1,716 for board and 
lodging for fifty-two people, five days. The 
city, however, contends there were only 
twenty-six members of the joint Council com- 
mittee sent after the bell. Consequently it 
protests against paying the bill for a larger 
number. This, the hotel —— say, they 
know nothing about. Speaking of the matter 
last evening Manager Tripp said:
